TEXT MADE PUBLIC 


: American Government Not Bound 


by Provisiont for a League 


of Nations 


Washington, Aug. 23. — The treaty 


n-nh Germany, which was signed in 
Berlin was made public tonight by 
the state department. It puts into 
fprce the economic, reparations, rniii- 
inry and various other provisions of 
the unratlned treaty of. Versailles, but 
provides specifically that the United 
States shall not be bound by the cov- 
enant of the League of Nations or by 
other enumerated parts of the Ver- 
sailles settlement. 


The declarations of the peace reso- 


lution are reaffirmed In the treaty and 
It contains, in addition, a blanket pro- 
vision that any benefit which might 
accrue to this country under the Ver- 
sailles pact is to be regarded as of 
full force, Germany's renunciation of 
her overseas possessions jointly to.the 
hig five power* is reaffirmed, as are 
the military clauses of the Versailles 
treaty, the section relating to prison- 
ers, reparations, finance, economic set- 
tlements, commerce, and abrogation of 
sll other extstinff treaties between the 
Wo countries. 


In th« dissociation of the 
United 


States from the League ot Nations the 
document provides not only that this 
government -will not be bound by the 
covenant, but that no action by the 
league shall be considered as placing 
an obligation upon America. 


The United States also stipulates 


that it will not be bound by the see- 
lions of the Versailles treaty relating 
to the boundaries of Germany, to po- 
litical readjustment* 
in 
Europe, to 


the settlements affecting China, Slam, 
Liberia, Morocco, Egypt, Turkey, Bul- 
garia or Shantung, or to the establish- 
ment of an Internatinoal labor organ- 
ization. 


In a state department statement is- 


sued to announce tha signature of the 
treaty, special mention was made of 
the reaffirmation of this government's 
share in the renouncing of- the Gor- 
man overseas possessions, tha state- 
ment declaring that this 
provision 


"confirms the rights of the 
United 


States with respect to Yap and other 
former German overseas possessions 
upon an equality with the other pow- 
ers." 


The department's statement review- 


ed the treaty In detail, emphasizing 
that any advantage which might have 
hecn gained by ratification 
ot 
the 
treaty of Versailles Is fuJly preserved 
under the present instrument. 
Re- 


garding such further settlements as 
may be necessary between the two na- 
tions, the statement said: 


"It is understood that diplomatic 


relations will be resumed upon the 
exchange of ratifications of the treaty 
nnd thac negotiations can he under 
taken with respect to commerce and 
other matters through the 
ordinary 


diplomatic channels." 


Administration officials are undcr- 


ftood to feel, however, that commer- 
cial questions between 
the 
United 


Elates and Germany are as fully cov- 
ttea as seems necessary Tor the pres- 
ent by the reaffirmation of the finan- 
cial and economic clauses of the Ver- 
sailles treaty. In that connection, 
there Is a jirovision in the treaty re- 
a'ltrminK the present attitude of this 
government toward 
the reparation 


eonimmion. l>y declaring that 
the 
fitted states reserved the 
right to 


Participate in the commission's delib- 
erations. fcut would not be bound to 
kny such participation except by its 
own decision.

Peter Cooper Hewitt, Inventor, son 


of Abram fi, Henitt, one-time repre- 
sentative in Congress and mayor of 
New York, and grandson of Peter 
Cooper, the philanthropist, was born 
fn Now York city on March S, 1801. He 
was educated at Stovenir Institute of 
Technolagy, Hoboken, N. J., and at 
Columbia university, graduating an a 
mechanical nd electrical engineer. 


Four fundamental inventions of Mr. 


Hewitt's—tlie •vaporized mercury elec- 
tric lamp, the static converter 
or 


rectifier used to convert alternating 
cuncnts into direct currents, the elec- 
trical interrupter and the wireless re- 
ceiver—were developed by him as the 
result of years 
of 
experimentation 


with electric currents passing through 
mercury vapor. He devised the tele- 
phone relay and electric wave amplifi- 
er as woll as apparatus for use in con- 
nection with tho wireless telephone 
and telegraph. 


Ordinary Incundescant lamps, at the 


time Mr, Hettitt announced his new 
method of Illumination, wasted 97 per 
cent of heat or energy In transforming 
the remaining three per cent Into 
light,

The explosion of the ercau-st of 


dirigibles, iht. R.-Z&. which was to be 
known in the American service n» 
ZR-2, at Mull, England, on Wednesday, 
was unquestionably (lie most tvoeful 
tragedy In the history of iLcronaullcs. 
Preparing for 
trip over seas, the 


giant vessel, flying in its final test, 
buckled amidships, exploded and sank. 
a. sheet of rtames. Into the river Ilum- 
her. Only a minute before It had been 
Hying over Hull, and it was the cyno- 
•tir» of thousands o[ eyes from the 
t-rowded streets, and It was only by lbi> 
judgment and ekitl o( men who inu«t 
have known that they were themselves 
doomed to death, th&l the istlll greater 
tragedy of falllns into the city dud 
tipon the great crowds was averted. 


There are varinus lessons which liy 


various persons will be drawn from the 
loss of the great dirigible, and perhaps 
one of them Is that the art of design 
as applied to air craft of the selt-sus- 
talnlnK type Is not yet sufficiently de- 
veloped 10 Justify such trips as the 
Iran a- Atlantic one which was planned. 
Another I*, though it Is akin to th.e 
previous one, that the boat was not 
of sufficient strength to withstand the 
stress ot air voyages at the speed of 
sixty miles an hour, especially where 
in the making of quick turns the strain 
«n a slim. dBar shaped craft six hun- 
dred f*et long must have been tremen- 
dous, 


The financial loss to the 
Unitec 


States and Great Britain, however It 
may be apportioned, will run Into the 
millions; but It should have slight con- 
sideration us compared with, the loss 
ot forty-tour American and British 
lives, th» victims being among the 
ablest and most distinguished officers 
of the aviation Service in both coun- 
tries. For their loss there will be uni- 
versal lamenting: and perhaps the one 
OU of good fortune in a case Jn which 
all was apparently bad ia that the acci- 
dent occurred before the ship s" irted 
on Its long journey over seas. Had the 
tragedy at Hull been postponed but "a 
few hours, it might have beon with a. 
far larger crew, far, out oier the At- 
lantic, and the disappearance of the 
ZR-2 might have forever remained 
an unsolved mystery. - 


H Is not probable that the fate of 


the great dirigible wll1 put permanent 
stop to this form, of aviation. It will. 
however. Inspire to better construction, 
and withal to greater caution in the 
navigation of these giant ships until 
at least the peril* and the problems 
of the air are better understood.

FROM BROOKLYN 


Setaed With Cramp* While 
Svtim- 


aaaf — Body in .Water More Tb»n 
»» Hoar — Pvlmotor Uwd la Ef- 
ton to save Life.

»t 18 o'clock yesterday, Y»l# Newman 
of Brooklyn, a atudent of New York 
university, was seised with 
cramps 


and, despite efforts of companions to 
•ave him, wa» drowned. The 
body 


was t«ken from 12 feet of water about 
an hour and a Quarter later. Although 
a pulmotor wa* used and every effort 
made at resuscitation, the body was 
n the water so long that there was no 
hope for reviving his life, 


Newman went swimming with his 


friend, H. Paul Shftntk, also of Brook- 
j-n, at the bathing beach near what Is 
known as the Pines. He was but a 
few yards off shore when seized with 
cramps. Shantk did not notice that 
his companion was in trouble, but two 
women who were on the bank nearby 
aaw him struggling and called out. 
3eorge Lane, another Brooklyn man, 
George Wtnthron of 
Oneonta, 
and 


Shantk went to his assistance. 
His 


body came «•> the tMrd time, before 
they reached him, gjid although Lane 
caught hold of his fopt once, he was 
unable to get a good grip. The men 
dived repeatedly afterwards, 
a* did 
others who came to the scene; but 
none of them were able to locate the 
body. 


It was after 1 o'clock that James 


Simmons with an improvised grappling 
ioofc drew the body from the water. 
Dr. Thomas L,. Craig of Davenport was 
called and every effort used to revive 
life. A call was snot to the Oneonta 
police and Chief Frank N, Horton re- 
sponded with the lungmotor, which 
was used without any encouraging re- 
sults. 


Newman was not a good swimmer, 


but if he had been it is probable that 
the result would have been the stme, 
cramps seized him so suddenly.' The 
beach where he was swimming drops 
off abruptly and, although he was only 
about six yards from the shore, the 
water is about 12 feet deep. 


Dr. Craie_t, who is coroner, pro- 


nounced Newman dead after the men 
had prolonged their seemingly useless 
efforts to revive him. 
The hody was 
taken io charge by an undertaker and 
moved to Davenport.
